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REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the interview with the undersigned on April 21, 
2005 to discuss the Office Action mailed January 26, 2005. The Examiner and the 
undersigned agreed to amend the claims to define the first shape of the ring. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 20-22 are requested to be cancelled. 

Claims 1, 10, and 18 are currently being amended. 

Claim 23 has been added. 

This amendment adds, changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed 
listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) 
remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status 
identifier. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 1-19 and 23 are now pending in 
this application. 

Document A7 in the information disclosure statement filed was mislabeled. The 
correct number is U.S. Patent No. 4,491,002 to Toropov et al. and entitled METHOD FOR 
FORMING ON WORKPIECE RESILIENT THREAD HAVING CLOSED HELICAL 
CAVITY INSIDE THE THREAD. A supplemental information disclosure statement has 
been filed concurrently herewith. 

Claims 1-22 were rejected based on double patenting over U.S. Patent No. 6,644,084. 
Claims 20-22 have been canceled. Claims 1 and 10 have been amended to define the first 
shape of the rings. Claims 1,10 and 18 have been further amended to remove the limitation 
that the battery terminal be a formed of lead. 
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Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
